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Dillsburg Shopping Mall 
final plan defeated by board

No light, no shopping center 

Thai’s what the Carroll 
Township Board of Supervisors 
have insisted for almost a year 
So. when the final land 
development plan for the 
Dillsburg Shopping Mall was 
presented to the board for final 
approval Tuesday evening, it was 
defeated for lack of traffic signal 
and highway occupancy permits 
Supervisors Norman H 
Shelly, Jr., and David Lavertue 
said they want all the paperwork 
for the road and light to be 
submitted to PennDOT before 
they will consider approving the 
plan A motion by Board 
Chairman Larry Eichclbcrgcr to 
approve the final plan contingent 
upon meeting certain stipulations, 
which included the traffic signal, 
was defeated for lack of a second 
to the motion. 

"With a project this big. I 
want to be sure that everything is 
squared away." Supervisor Shelly 
said 

The stn| 
be located 
Orebank and Siddonsburg Roads 
According 10 the plan, u will 
include a grocery store, bank, 
department store, drug store and 
several smalt retail stores. 

The center will be flanked by 
two fast food restaurants, one on 
Siddonsburg Road and one on 
OrrbxTJ: RoacL 

A dialogue between the 
supervisors and Jerry Stahlman, 
project engineer, revealed that the 
two parlies had conflicting 
interpretations of PennDOT’s 
requirements. 

"What you’re trying to do is 
put the cart before the horse." 
Stahlman told the supervisors. "1 
know they (PennDOT) arc not 
going to justify it (a traffic light) 
w ithout a project."

Stahlman said the dcvloper 
already hxs agreed to enter into a 
contract with the township to 
apply for. install, and maintain a 
traffic signal on Route 15 

"Don't hold us hostage," 
Stahlman told the board The 
land on which the shopping center 
will sit is "extremely expensive", 
and the longer the board stall, the 
less likely the project will be 
pursued, he said. 

Shelly assured Stahlman that 
he will help by contacting JerTy 
Wciblc, the head of the permit 
department for PennDOT 

If the situation cannot be 
resolved within one week, the 
supervisors have agreed to meet 
with Wciblc and Stahlman This 
was proposed by Eichclbcrgcr 
The clock is winding down 
for the project, Eichclbcrgcr 
indicated The final land 
development plan must be 
approved by January 18. 90 days 
following the planning 
commision’s recommendation. 

The board is scheduled to act 
on the final plan at its December 
27 meeting. 

In addition to resolving the 
traffic signal situation. Shelly 
added that he needs reassurance 
from the Department of 
Envionmcntal Resources (DER) 
that every tiling is fine on the site. 

In other business, the 
supervisors announced that they 
received a teller from Police Chief 
AAV (Bill) Castle slating his 
inicnuon to re lire In March 199.:. 

The supervisors also received 
a letter from the Upper Allen 
Ambulance Association indicating 
an investigation will be conducted 
by the Emergency Health Services 
Federation in New Cumberland 
concerning procedures used by 
the Citizens Hose Company 
Ambulance Association in 
Dillsburg. The investigation is 
based on two incidents which 
occurred last month and involved 


Upper Allen ambulances being 
called io two separate traffic 
accident scenes in the township 
and was cancelled by the 
Dillsburg association, according 
to Emergency Management 
Gxirdinaior Tom Carl
